The Summer conferences at El Rancho del Obispo are an 
integral and supremely important part of the Christian Edu- 
cation program of the Diocese. 


In the first place, a conference is a corporate experience in 
a sense that a parish finds it difficult to secure by reason of the 
competing attachments of the community. To be sure, a con- 
ference -is an artificial group, isolated from family life, and 
largely composed of members of a single generation; but 
within its limitations it is a primitive Church in miniature, 
centered about the altar, and with all of its activities strictly 
related to what takes place there. 

Secondly, it is uninterrupted. The problems of the Church 
School and the parish church are only partly accounted for by 
the brevity of time that people are exposed to their influence. 
To an even greater degree the impact is reduced by the week- 
long (or longer) gaps between exposures. Those gaps are filled, 
for the most part, -by activities only slightly, if at all, related 
to what goes on in church. For several days, at a Summer con- 
ference, people are sharing worship, learning, and living, ex- 
periences daily. 

And, thirdly, the instruction which takes place at a Summer 
conference is relevant to the experiences of the members of 
the group. More and more it is becoming apparent that real 
learning—the kind which actually molds character and atti- 
tudes—is that which takes place in group life and is meaning- 
fully related to what is happening to the members of the 
group. Just because the conference grouping is an artificial one, 
in the sense described above, there is a large area of shared 
experiences; and in facing up to these experiences, the facts 
and resources of the Christian tradition become meaningful, 
and are more frequently than otherwise embraced and become 
the motivation for a deeper, fuller, Christian development.

ing us. ‘““The Son of God became the Son of Man, in order that 
the sons of men might become the sons of God.” 

The Church has a vital program for the whole year. The 
period from Easter to Whitsunday is tremendously important 
in that program.

What Is the Secret of Inner Peace?

What is the secret of inner peace? Much depends upon what 
is meant by “peace”. Some time ago, in my reading, I came 
upon a sentence which arrested me. The author said that peace 
is the possession of adequate resources. This seems to me a 
fruitful thought, well worth considering a bit. 

How true this is of business! When seasons of depression 
come and business is stagnant, what is it that makes all the 
difference between deep anxiety and peace? Is it not the pos- 
session of adequate resources? If there be little capital and 
almost no reserve, how terrible the dead season must be! 
Scanty capital means sleepless hours. Inadequate resources spell 
anxiety. Certainly, in the realm of business, peace is the pos- 
session of adequate resources. 

The same thing is true of higher spheres. Think, for ex- 
ample of creative genius. Contrast the literary hack with the 
man of genius. The one, imperfectly endowed, is always in 
misery lest he run dry. Really great men never worry and rarely 
hurry. They possess a serenity and peacefulness that we ordi- 
nary people covet. And their peace, too, is certainly the pos- 
session of adequate resources, not in the bank but in the brain. 

And then we turn to Jesus and at once discover how true 
that was of Him. It was one of the secrets of His rich serenity. 
Look at Him in the storm. How calm He is! He is peaceful 
amid the raging elements, sleeping like an infant in the cradle. 
And all the while Peter and James and John are agitated, 
excited, and alarmed; fearful amid the terrors of the sea. Their 
fear betrayed their helplessness. It showed them unequal to 
their problem. They were not equipped for battling with 
storms. He was peaceful; and His peace was the possession of 
adequate resources. Christ alone was radiant and serene, because 
He was conscious of perfectly adequate resources. 


“My peace I give unto you.” We all want to live a full, 


abundant life. Are we really equipped for such a life? Is our 
will strong enough; our feeling fine enough? Our conscience 
quiet enough? Our heart deep enough? Then Christ comes and 
says, ‘Friend, enter into my fellowship today, and I shall give 
you all the resources you need.” Peace is intense life. Peace is 
being equal to the problem. Peace is possessing adequate re- 
sources for abundant life. This is the kind of peace Jesus gives, 
and which the world can never take away.

Just because the conference grouping is an artificial one, 
in the sense described above, there is a large area of shared 
experiences; and in facing up to these experiences, the facts 
and resources of the Christian tradition become meaningful, 
and are more frequently than otherwise embraced and become 
the motivation for a deeper, fuller, Christian development.

ing us. “The Son of God became the Son of Man, in order that 
the sons of men might become the sons of God.” 

The Church has a vital program for the whole year. The 
period from Easter to Whitsunday is tremendously important 
in that program. Whitsunday, itself, is one of the great festivals 
of the Church, with Christmas and Easter, and lacking that 
commercialization of the others which we so glibly deplore. 

But even after Whitsunday there should be no let-down. Our 
spiritual needs are just as great in Summer as in Winter. Much 
of the vitality of the Winter program is dependent upon the 
planning done for it in the Summer, and upon the spiritual 
power engendered by regular worship and communions, and 
the fellowship and inspiration of Summer conferences. 

“To worship God every Sunday in His Church”; that is our 
‘“bounden duty as a member of the Church”, as set forth in 
the Offices of Instruction. That obligation is not discharged if 
we qualify it so it reads, ‘To worship God every Sunday from 
December to June.” —C.M.G. 


What Is the Secret of Inner Peace?

What is the secret of inner peace? Much depends upon what 
is meant by “peace”. Some time ago, in my reading, I came 
upon a sentence which arrested me. The author said that peace 
is the possession of adequate resources. This seems to me a 
fruitful thought, well worth considering a bit. 

How true this is of business! When seasons of depression 
come and business is stagnant, what is it that makes all the 
difference between deep anxiety and peace? Is it not the pos- 
session of adequate resources? If there be little capital and 
almost no reserve, how terrible the dead season must be! 
Scanty capital means sleepless hours. Inadequate resources spell 
anxiety. Certainly, in the realm of business, peace is the pos- 
session of adequate resources. 

The same thing is true of higher spheres. Think, for ex- 
ample of creative genius. Contrast the literary hack with the 
man of genius. The one, imperfectly endowed, is always in 
misery lest he run dry. Really great men never worry and rarely 
hurry. They possess a serenity and peacefulness that we ordi- 
nary people covet. And their peace, too, is certainly the pos- 
session of adequate resources, not in the bank but in the brain. 

And then we turn to Jesus and at once discover how true 
that was of Him. It was one of the secrets of His rich serenity. 
Look at Him in the storm. How calm He is! He is peaceful 
amid the raging elements, sleeping like an infant in the cradle. 
And all the while Peter and James and John are agitated, 
excited, and alarmed; fearful amid the terrors of the sea. Their 
fear betrayed their helplessness. It showed them unequal to 
their problem. They were not equipped for battling with 
storms. He was peaceful; and His peace was the possession of 
adequate resources. Christ alone was radiant and serene, because 
He was conscious of perfectly adequate resources. 

‘My peace I give unto you.” We all want to live a full, 
abundant life. Are we really equipped for such a life? Is our 
will strong enough; our feeling fine enough? Our conscience 
quiet enough? Our heart deep enough? Then Christ comes and 
says, ‘Friend, enter into my fellowship today, and I shall give 
you all the resources you need.” Peace is intense life. Peace is 
being equal to the problem. Peace is possessing adequate re- 
sources for abundant life. This is the kind of peace Jesus gives, 
and which the world can never take away.

Across the World 

Autuors of two of the 1955-

Europe this summer are plan- 
ming to include the headquarters 
of the World Council of 
Churches at Geneva, Switzer- 
land, in their itineraries. Those 
who take their ecumenical rela- 
tions seriously will plan also to 
spend some time at the Ecumen- 
ical Institute at nearby Celigny, 
Switzerland. 


Here, in the beautiful sur- 
roundings of the medieval Cha- 
teau de Bossey, lay and theologi- 
cal conferences for special groups 
are conducted throughout the 
year and the Graduate School of 
Ecumenical studies is carried on 
in cooperation with the Univer- 
sity of Geneva. 


During the summer, special 
courses are planned for: June 
1-15, for missionaries on fur- 
lough; July 18-August 8, for 
theological students; August 10- 
22, for laymen. 

Canon Max Warren, Gen- 
eral Secretary, Church Mission- 
ary Society, the Church of Eng- 
land, was the guest speaker at a 
luncheon meeting of the Inter- 
national Missionary Council, on 
Monday, March 14th in New 
York. Canon Warren is widely 
known as a missionary states- 
man. He has expert knowledge 
of Africa in particular. At the 


luncheon he discussed the situa- 
tion in Kenya, Africa (land of 
the Mau Mau), as it bears on 
mission policy. 


FinLanp: The Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Finland cel- 
ebrates this year her 800th an- 
niversary. The so-called “‘first 
crusade’’ was undertaken in 1155 
when St. Eric, King of Sweden, 
and St. Henry, an English-born 
bishop, arrived in Western Fin- 
land. Since the 10th century Fin- 
land had been under Christian 
influence, and at the time of the 
“crusade” the Western parts of 
the country were already partly 
Christianized. Christianity did 
not arrive in Finland as a result 
of a military foreign action, nor 
did the “crusade” mean any for- 
eign rule over Finland. 


Japan: An “increasing feel- 
ing of need for an interdenomin- 
ational, nation-wide, and even 
world-wide, interchange and mu- 
tual support among Christian 
rural workers”, has resulted in 
the planning of several area study 
conferences in the next two 
years by the National Christian 
Council’s Department of Rural 
Evangelism. A study conference 
will be held in Hokkaido this 
May and another in the Tokyo 
area some time this spring. 
Through such “grass roots” 
study conferences as these, the 
basis for a nation-wide organi- 
zational conference of the Chris- 
tian Rural Fellowship in Japan 
three years from now will be 
laid. 


A WHuiITsuN (PENTECOST) 
CONFERENCE will be held this 
year at Derbyshire, England, 
from May 27-31, under the title 
“Unity in Christ”. The Chair- 
man will be the Bishop of Dor- 
chester, and the Bible studies 
will be led by the Rev. Eric 
Fenn, Editorial Secretary of the

British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety. The speakers will include 
the Rev. J. M. W. Adam (Over- 
seas Council of the Church As- 
sembly), Dr. Kathleen Bliss 
(B.B.C.), the Rev. Dr. Leslie 
Cooke (W.C.C.), the Rev. V. E. 
W. Hayward (Baptist Mission- 
ary Society), Dr. Olive Wyon 
(Author of The School of 
Prayer), and the Rev. Kenneth 
Slack (General-Secretary— des- 
ignate of the British Council of 
Churches). Last year 275 lay- 
men and women from all parts 
of England, Scotland, Wales, and 
Ireland, took part in a Whitsun 
Conference at Swanwick. 


THE FIRST CONTACT for seven 
years between the Russian and 
Serbian Orthodox Churches is 
reported in “‘Glasnik”, organ of 
the Serbian Orthodox Church. 


““Glasnik” said Patriarch Vi- 
kentije, head of the Serbian 
Church, acted on behalf of Pa- 
triarch Alexei of Moscow, in 
presenting a mitre to Father Vi- 
taly Tarasyev in Belgrade’s Rus- 
sian Church. 


Resumption of contact be- 
tween the two Churches comes 
after a period of more than a 
year during which the Russian 
and Yugoslav governments have 
been gradually approaching nor- 
mal relations. 


INpia: The Rev. Arthur Mar- 
cus Ward, professor of the 
United Theological College, Ban- 
galore, and the Rev. Canon 
Thomas Sitther, Principal of the 
Tamil Nad Theological College, 
Tirumariyur, South India, were 
honored with the degree of Doc- 
tor of Divinity (homoris causa) 
recently by the Serampore Uni- 
versity, West Bengal, in recog- 
nition of valuable services to the 
cause of theological studies in 
India and to the Church at large. 


Paciric CHURCHMAN 


Serampore College, founded 
by Carey, Marshman, and Ward, 
in. 1818, and incorporated by 
Danish Royal Charter in 1827, is 
the only degree-granting Theo- 
logical Faculty in India. Eighteen 
colleges and seminaries all over 
India are affiliated to this Fac- 
ulty. Almost all non-Roman 
churches in India recognize this 
institution and support it finan- 
cially. The Rev. Dr. C. E. Abra- 
ham, of the Mar Thoma Syrian 
Church, is the present (and first 
Indian) Principal of the Uni- 
versity College of Serampore. 


The Philippine 
Independent Church 

On January 28th, 1955, the 
Supreme Court of the Republic 
of the Philippines promulgated 
the decision that the Rt. Rev. 
Isabelo de los Reyes, Jr., Obispo 
Maximo, Philippine Independ- 
ent Church, is the one and legal 
head of that Church. This deci- 
sion means that the long and 
trying case, involving the fac- 
tional controversy within the 
Philippine Independent Church, 
is concluded, and that Bishop de 
los Reyes is the recognized and 
legal Supreme Bishop. 

In 1947 Bishop de los Reyes, 
along with Bishops Aguilar and 
Bayaca, received apostolic orders 
from the Episcopal Church at 
the hands of Bishop Binsted and 
Bishop Wilner of the Philip- 
pines and Bishop Kennedy of 
Honolulu. Since that date the 
Episcopal Church has been co- 
Operating with this great sister 
Church in many ways; but now 
that these legal questions are 
settled the Philippine Episcopal 
Church can move ahead surely, 
steadily, and prayerfully, to- 
wards even greater and more ex- 
tensive cooperation with the 
Philippine Independent Church.

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HONOR MARY - WORSHIP CHRIST

(The month of May is, by one Christian Communion, popu- 
larly designated as “the month of Mary”. This same com- 
munion has recently concluded a ‘Marian Year” commemorat- 
ing the centennial of the promulgation of the dogma of the 
Immaculate Conception, a year climaxed by the official procla- 
mation of the dogma of the Assumption. ) 


Many people have asked me to comment for our people on 
this. I have hesitated to do so, for I dislike even the appear- 
ance of religious controversy. With the understanding, how- 
ever, that I am writing for our own people, and that all of us 
will respect the deep beliefs of others and never injure another 
soul by fruitless argument, I will state the position of the 
Book of Common Prayer and the traditional faith as regards 
the Blessed Virgin Mary. 


HIGHLY HONORED 

In the Prayer Book it is clear that Mary is highly honored. 
On February 2nd (page 231) we celebrate in our churches 
the Purification of Saint Mary the Virgin, and on March 25 
(page 235) the Annunciation of the Blessed Virgin Mary. It is 
right that she should be highly honored by the Church, for we 
read in the first Chapter of St. Luke, “Hail, thou that art highly 
favoured, the Lord is with thee: blessed art thou among 
women.” Following the authority of Scripture and the teach- 
ings of the ancient Church, we honor Mary, saying, “Blessed 
art thou among women.” Hymn 117 in our Hymnal is in her 
honor. We name churches in her honor. This differentiates our 
Church from some Church bodies which neglect to honor her. 


DERIVED FROM JESUS 
Why is Mary to be honored? Because she is the mother of our 
Lord. “And behold, thou shalt concewe in thy womb, and 
bring forth a son, and shalt call his name Jesus. He shall be 
great, and shall be called the Son of the Highest.’ Mary’s great- 


ness and stature, therefore, is derived from her relationship to 
her Son. Both of the days upon which we honor her reveal this, 
She is honored because she held our Lord in her arms, loved 
Him, and stood at the foot of His cross. This, I believe, is an 
important point: Mary’s importance is derived from her rela- 
tionship to her Son. In Scripture she does not stand alone, like 
some majestic goddess; she is the mother of our Lord. 


NO OVEREMPHASIS 


Not only, then, is the Prayer Book different from those bodies 


which pay no honor to Mary; in loyalty to Scripture and an- 
cient authors it does not overemphasize the figure of Mary. 
There are no grounds in Scripture or in the ancient creeds for 
the dogmas of the Immaculate Conception or the Assumption 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary. The former of these dogmas was 
promulgated in the 19th and the latter in the 20th centuries. 
To hold them would require a rewriting of the Apostles’ and 
Nicene Creeds. Some Roman theologians predict that Mary 
will be raised in due course to the position of co-redemptrix of 
the human race. Let those who do not believe that this is a 
changing of the Faith, an unwarranted innovation, read their 
New Testaments with care and prayer. 


CHRIST IS CENTRAL 

Honor Mary, then, but worship our Lord. Christ-centered 
worship must remain at the highest moral and ethical level, 
because His life and teachings shine forth in such great ful- 
ness. The words of King James are, I think, valuable; when 
asked why he did not worship Mary or the saints, he replied, 
“The words of my Lord suffice, ‘Come unto me all ye that 
travail and are heavy laden, and I will refresh you’.” 


I have written this in charity, and trust that all of us will, © 


while holding firm the faith of our fathers as given in Scrip- 
ture and Creed, likewise respect (while we disagree with) those 
who are our good neighbors.

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Third Missionary Sent To 
Okinawa by Japanese 


The Rev. and Mrs. Bernard Toyama shortly 
after their arrival in Okinawa. 


On Saturday, the 29th of Jan- 
uary, a large group of Japanese 
Churchmen gathered on the dock 
in Yokohama to send off Japan’s 
third missionary to Okinawa. 
The leader of the delegation, the 
Rt. Rev. Issac H. Nosse, Bishop 
of South Tokyo, had himself 
been a missionary in Okinawa in 
1953. They had come to say 
farewell to the Rev. Bernard 
Toyama and his wife as they 
sailed on the Chitose Maru for 
the port of Naha, the capital 
city of Okinawa. 

When the Nippon Setkokwas 
asked the Episcopal Church to 
assume responsibility for Oki- 


nawa in 1949, it was because of 


the political situation, which 
made it almost impossible for 
Japanese nationals to enter the 
former prefecture of their coun- 
try. It was, rather, evidence of 
their concern that, when the 
road was blocked for them, they 
asked one of the sister Churches 
of the Anglican Communion to 
assume charge. Nor has that con- 
cern diminished. Cooperating 
with Bishop Kennedy who has 
jurisdiction of Okinawa for the 
American Church and Canon 
Heffner, head of the Mission in 
Naha, the leaders of the Japan- 
ese Church have struggled, even 
at the cost of depleting their 
own clergy, to send missionaries 
to Okinawa. The Rev. Luke Ki- 
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moto at the leper colony of 
Airaku-en was sent by Bishop 
Yashiro in August, 1953. The 
Rev. Mr. Shirai at the Church 
of SS. Peter and Paul was sent 
by Bishop Makita of Tokyo in 
May of 1954. 

The Rev. Mr. Toyama, the 
third missionary, is a graduate 
of St. Paul’s University and Cen- 
tral Theological College in 
Tokyo. Upon graduation from 
Seminary, he served at St. Mark’s 
Church, Fijisawa and St. Mi- 
chael’s Church, Kamakura, both 
in the Diocese of South Tokyo. 
Bishop Nosse ordained him to 
the diaconate on December 7th, 
1954. 


No stranger to Okinawa, he 
was one of the four seminarians 
tO initiate the summer work- 
training program for students of 
the Central Theological College 
during their summer holiday. 
During his brief stay in the sum- 
mer of 1952, he helped found 
St. John’s Church in Nago. He 
had an uncle who lived in Naha 
before the war. Mrs. Toyama 
also had a very good reason for 
wanting to come to Okinawa. 
Her brother, a soldier in the 
Japanese Army during the war, 
was killed near the city of Shuri 
during the battle of Okinawa in 


1945, 


At a special service on Sunday, 
February 13th, Canon Heffner 
placed the Rev. Mr. Toyama in 
charge of All Saints’ Church, Shi- 
mabukuro. All Saints’, founded 
in 1953, has forty-nine commun- 
icants and eighty-five Church- 
members.

It was, therefore, decided by 
Trans-Global Travel Bureau, op- 
erators of this tour, to extend a 
cordial invitation to Episcopa- 
lians of Northern California to 
join and make it an All-Cali- 
fornia group. 


St. George’s Church, Durham, 
N. H., has won first prize in the 
small-church (under 300 con- 
gregation) category in the 
awards annually conferred by 
the Church Architectural Guild 
of America. 


For the first time in the 
Guild’s fifteen-year history, all 
prize winners in the various 
categories represented contemp- 
orary or modern architectural 
design. 

St. George’s, dedicated Sep- 
tember, 1954, is also the center 
for Church work among Episco- 
pal students at the University 
of New Hampshire. A new pa- 
rish house adjoining the church 
will offer them meeting space 
and recreational facilities. 

ALL NATIVE CRAFTSMEN 

The church was designed by 
John A. Carter of Nashua, N. H., 
and all exterior and interior 
work, except the stained-glass 
window, was executed by local 
New Hampshire craftsmen. The 
exterior of seam-faced stone is 
broken by an immense stained- 
glass window, which forms the 
back wall of the chancel and 
faces the road. The window is 
non-pictorial, but the window 
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t:amings have been fixed in the 
form of a cross. The slope of the 
roof rises higher at the back of 
the church, focusing attention 
on the altar-site and window. In 
the rear nave of the church a 
mural has been painted directly 
on the plaster by Prof. John 
Hatch of the University, who 
has represented in abstract the 
lion, ox, man, and eagle, tradi- 
tionally symbolic of the four 
Gospel writers. 


Church Passes 
Record Budget 
For 1955 Work 

A 1955 budget of $5,837,996, 
the largest in Church history 
was approved by the National 
Council of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church at its quarterly 
meeting in Greenwich, Conn., 
in February. The sum represents 
an increase of $108,555 over the 
1954 budget. 
OVERSEAS RECEIVES MOST 

Largest appropriation will go 
towards the Church’s missionary 
work in the United States and 
abroad. The Overseas Depart- 
ment of the National Council, 
which administers Church out- 


posts in Asia, Africa, Central 


and South America, and Alaska, 
receives $2,273,796, an increase 
of $82,418.79 over last year. 


The Home Department, with 
additional responsibilities in the 
armed-forces, college, and rural, 
fields, is allotted $1,376,660.07, 
an increase of $87,903.52. 

The expanding budget is made 
possible by the greater number 
of dioceses and missionary dis- 
tricts of the Church meeting or 
oversubscribing their missionary 
quotas each year. In 1953, 72 of 
99 dioceses and missionary dis- 
tricts paid in full their expected 
contributions to the Church’s 
general program; in 1954, 98 of 
99 met expectations. Estimates 
for 1955 contributions from di- 
oceses and missionary districts 
are $4,995,928, compared to 
1954 receipts of $4,917,825.86. 


Bishop Walters 
At C.D.S.P. 

The Rt. Rev. Sumner F. D. 
Walters, Missionary Bishop of 
San Joaquin, was “Bishop-in- 
residence” at the Church Divin- 
ity School of the Pacific, April 
11th through April 15th. 

The “Bishop-in-residence” 
plan was devised to bring West- 
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ern bishops and their semina- 
rians into closer contact and to 
give both the bishops and their 
people, thereby, a better under- 
standing of the seminary today, 
—its program, activities, and 
needs. 

On Easter Monday Bishop 
Walters preached at the morning 
service in All Saints’ Chapel. 
The following day he taught 
three hours in pastoral theology 
and homiletics, particularly in 
terms of the rural parish min- 
istry. The remainder of the week 
he gave to many engagements, 
finding time to audit several 
classes. 

Bishop Walters is now in the 
eleventh year of his episcopate, 
during which the Missionary 
District of San Joaquin has 
grown to include 34 congrega- 
tions (14 enjoying parish status). 
Five men from San Joaquin are 
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_fow studying at the Church Di- 


vinity School. Before his conse- 
cration Bishop Walters was the 
rector of Christ Church, Ala- . 
meda. 
Church Plans For 
More Chaplains 

The Armed Forces Division 
of the National Council has an- 
nounced a plan to help relieve 
the shortage of chaplains in 
U. S. military stations by reduc- 
ing the amount of ministerial 
experience necessary prior to in- 
duction, from three years to one. 
Well-qualified young men who 
wish to become chaplains after 
their ordination to the priest- 
hood, which usually occurs a 
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year after graduation from sem- 
inaty, may be appointed if their 
bishops approve. 

The Episcopal Church will 
also cooperate in 2 government 
plan whereby seminarians may 
obtain experience in the chap- 
laincy during their summer va- 
cations. The seminarian may be- 
come a “chaplain probationary” 
with the rank of Second Lieu- 
tenant or Ensign, and either be 
assigned to a chaplain’s school 
or serve as a chaplain’s assistant. 
His summer experience will 
count towards his total enlist- 
ment time. 
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Texas Bishops 
Seek Additional 
Suffragan Aid 

The Diocese of West Texas 
will elect a suffragan bishop at 
a special diocesan council, to 
meet on a post-Easter date to be 
announced. 

The request for an assistant 
bishop came from the Rt. Rev. 
Everett H. Jones, Bishop of the 
diocese, who reported that for 
the third consecutive year his 
confirmations totaled more than 
1,200. He declared, “It is be- 
coming increasingly difficult for 
one man to cover the 67,000 
square miles of this diocese and 
the fifty per cent more churches 
than we had twelve years ago.” 

The Diocese of Texas, with 
headquarters in Houston, will 
also elect additional bishops this 
year to meet the steady growth 
of the Episcopal Church in the 
Southwest. When the Rt. Rev. 
John E. Hines, present Bishop 
Co-adjutor of the diocese, suc- 
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ceeds the Rt. Rev. Clinton S. 
Quin as Bishop on October 31, 
the diocesan council will con- 
sider recommendations for the 
election of two suffragans. 


Ebiscopal Church Films 
Work in Hawaii, Okinawa 
Newest film on the missionary 
work of the Episcopal Church is 
A Song of the Pacific, the story 
of the Church in the Hawaiian 
Islands and Okinawa. Particu- 
larly timely because of the in- 
terest in this part of the world 
generated by General Conven- 
tion’s meeting in Honolulu this 
September, A Song of the Pa- 
cific demonstrates the diversity 
of the Church’s ministry in the 
mixed culture of these islands. 


Filmed against the varied 
background of these, Pacific is- 
lands, the movie shows how the 
Church has affected the lives of 
four inhabitants—a young nurse, 
an old Korean, a Hawaiian cler- 
gyman, and an Okinawan leper. 
There are shots of well-known 
district institutions in Honolulu, 
as well as of the work on the 


lesser-known islands. 
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Four narfators were used in 
making the film, which was pho- 
tographed by Toge Fujihira and 
produced by Alan Shilin. A Song 
of the Pacific is the ninth in the 
series of half-hour color and 
sound films presented by the Na- 
tional Council on the Church’s 
mission at home and abroad. It 
is available now for rental at 
Diocesan Headquarters. 


Episcopal Parish

In reading the pages of to- 
day’s San Francisco Chronicle, 
I was perplexed and amazed to 
note under the heading ‘‘Observ- 
ances at Episcopal Churches” 
the following item: 

“. . . On Good Friday the 
Mass of the Pre-sanctified will 
be at 6:30 a.m.” 


At first 1 thought this was an 
announcement of a Roman 
Church that had been placed in 
the wrong column. But on re- 
reading the article I saw that it 
was indeed the announcement 
of a service to be held in one 
of our Protestant Episcopal 
Churches. 

May I inquire, Sir, under what 
authority such a Romish service 
is held in one of our Churches? 
I am familiar with the Book of 
Common Prayer, which I was 
taught in Confirmation class 
many years ago, was the only 
permissible Book for conducting 
services. 


I have never seen the word 
“Mass” used in the Book of 
Common Prayer. And in reading 
the rubrics, I find no authority 
for holding a Mass or a service 
of the “Pre-sanctified”’. 

Perhaps I have overlooked 
something in the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer. Or is it perhaps that 
in these days of ‘‘modernism” 
that the Prayer Book is regarded 
by some as obsolete, and that 
they are inaugurating services 
that are not authorized? 

I would appreciate your com- 
ments on this in the columns of 
the CHURCHMAN. 


A Perplexed Protestant 
Episcopalian 


(Comment: The word ‘‘Mass” 
does have an Anglican history, 
having appeared as an alterna- 
tive title for the Communion 
service in the 1549 Book of 
Common Prayer. Though not of- 
ficially sanctioned, it has a pop- 


ular usage in some quarters 
where it is felt the other titles 
have but a partial application. 
The service you mention is nor- 
mal for Good Friday not only in 
the Roman Communion but 
among the Orthodox. In essence 
it is Ante-Communion, for which 
the Prayer Book makes provi- 
sion, with communion from the 
Reserved Sacrament. Reserva- 
tion is a debated and unsettled 
question in the Episcopal 
Church, depending upon the in- 
terpretation of rubrics.—Ed. )

Dear Bishop Block: 


Doubtless you have heard of 
the success of this year’s Senior 
Conference at El Rancho del 
Obispo from the clergy on the 
staff, but I personally would like 
to try to say just what that week 
meant to us, the young people.

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March Meeting, 
Diocesan Council 

The Diocesan Council met on 
March 16th at the Diocesan 
House with Bishop Block pre- 
siding. 

Mr. Philip Dalton, the new 
Treasurer of the Diocese, pre- 
sented the report of the Treas- 
urer. 

Bishop Shires reported that 
the budget for 1955 has been 
approximately adjusted by ap- 
plying a 10% cut to various de- 
partments. The cut did not mean 
that the offering for the Dioce- 
san Working Fund was smaller, 
but that the proposed budget for 
1955 had been larger, particu- 
larly in the Department of 
Church Extension. The total 
amount of the Diocesan Work- 
ing Fund pledged in 1955 was 
$150,110. This compares with 
$139,000; pledged in 1954. The 
Council decided to ask the par- 
ishes who had not been able to 
meet their quota for the Dioce- 
san Working Fund to increase 
their pledge for the current 
year to insure against further 
cuts in the budget. 
DEPARTMENT REPORTS 

The Department of Christian 
Education asked that the Rev. 
Messrs. John Daley, Angus Dun, 
Jr., Richard Millard, Miss Doris 
Carrington, Mrs. Rollin Grant, 
and Mrs. Charles Apley, be ap- 
proved as members of the De- 
partment. Permission was 
granted. 

Bishop Shires reported for the 
Department of College Work. 
The Stanford and California 
Canterbury Foundations are plan- 
ning campaigns for capital funds 
for building and budgetary needs. 
Permission was granted to add 
the Rev. Millard Streeter, the 
Rev. Walter Williams, and Mrs. 
Thomas Whitson, to the mem- 
bership of the Department. 
PROPERTY 

The Council approved the nego- 
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tiation of a loan for St. Thomas’, 
Sunnyvale, in the amount of 
$7,500 from a local bank; and 
also approved that a loan be ex- 
tended from Diocesan funds in 
the amount of $2,500 for the 
purpose of enabling St. Thomas’ 
to pay off the balance on the 
newly acquired vicarage. 


The Council approved the 
payment of $10,999.27 for work 
done at Trinity, Gonzales. 


Bishop Block reported that 
the people of St. David’s, Pitts- 
burg, are considering the possi- 
bility of obtaining new and 
more adequate property away 
from the center of town. 


Bishop Block reported the 
progress in the Recreation-Din- 
ing Hall and the Chapel at El 
Rancho del Obispo, and in- 
formed the Council that ade- 
quate insurance had been placed 
on the buildings. 


A letter from Mr. Conard 
Rheiner of Good Samaritan 
Community Center stated that 
with the vacating of the rooms 
formerly occupied by the vicar, 
certain of them had been allo- 
cated exclusively for the use of 
the congregation of the Church 
of the Good Samaritan. 


It was also reported that the 
only loan from the American 
Church Building Fund Commis- 
sion now operative in the Dio- 
cese is that to St. James’, Paso 
Robles. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

Canon Guilbert informed the 
Council that Mr. George Miller 
had been engaged to take the 
place of Mr. Mark Gerstle, in the 
field of public relations. Mr. 
Miller will work on a part-time 
basis. 

The Council directed that a 
letter be sent to Dean Johnson 
at the Church Divinity School 
expressing satisfaction at the 
news that there will be a summer 


school of Church music at the 
School, and assuring them of 
the cooperation of the Diocese. 


The Council also directed that 
letters ot affectionate sympathy 
be sent to Mrs. Deems and Mrs. 
Munday, because of the loss of 
their husbands, both of whom 
were clergymen and who served 
this Diocese well. 


Pacific Grove Parish 
Approves Moving Plan 


Momentous action was taken 
at a special parish meeting at St. 
Mary’s-by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove, 
on March 29th. The present half- 
acre lot in the center of town 
will be sold and the church 
buildings moved to a more spa- 
cious site in another part of 
town. The vote was unanimous, 
and many who were unable to 
attend sent in letters of approval. 


The plan was presented by the 
vestry, which had reached the 
same conclusion earlier after 
careful study of the situation. 
They were faced with the neces- 
sity of immediate, costly, repairs 
to the parish hall, and recognized 
that the present facilities (even 
including the adjoining rectory) 
are inadequate to a rapidly-grow- 
ing congregation and Church 
School. 


Several alternative sites are 
under consideration, the main 
criteria being adequate parking 
facilities and room for future ex- 
pansion. Investigation has re- 
vealed that the move would be 
economically sound and_phys- 
ically possible, at a cost not ex- 
ceeding that for remodeling 
alone. 


In view of the conservative, 
settled, character of the Pacific 
Grove community, all are amazed 
and gratified at the enthusiastic 
response to the proposal to aban- 
don a spot hallowed by long as- 
sociation. 


Retired Priest 
Enters Into Rest 
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Wilfred A. Munday, rector- 
emeritus of St. Mark’s, Crockett, 
died at his home in Forestville, 
California, on March 14th. 


The Rev. Mr. Munday, a na- 
tive of England, received his 
theological training at Nashotah 
House and the General Theolog- 
ical Seminary, graduating from 
the latter institution in 1913. 
During World War I he served 
in the U. S. Army as an enlisted 
man, and in World War II he 
was a chaplain in the armed 
forces. Prior to coming to Cali- 
fornia in 1946, he held cures in 
Wisconsin, Michigan, and the 
Missionary District of Salina. In 
the last-named he was secretary 
of the district, and was deputy 
to the General Convention of 
1933. 


Coming to California at the 
close of World War II, the Rev. 
Mr. Munday was assigned as 
vicar of Crockett. During his 
incumbency, the mission gained 
parochial status, and he became 
the first rector. Under his lead- 
ership, a fine parish hall was 
built. In 1950, ill-health caused 
his resignation and retirement 
from the active ministry. He was 
subsequently elected rector-em- 
eritus. In retirement in Forest-

Mr. Cumberpatch was one of 
the two diocesan representatives 
to the Provincial Laymen’s Train- 
ing Program at El Rancho del 
Obispo last Spring. He heads an 
import firm in San Francisco. 


St. Philip’s Joins 
Diocesan Family 

Formal organization of the 
new mission in El Sobrante was 
effected on April ist. To be 
known as St. Philip’s, the new 
congregation numbers about 25 
families. Mr. C. Lester Kinsolv- 
ing, seminarian-in-charge of Ro- 
deo, will oversee the work in El 


Sobrante, assisted by another 
seminarian. 

The Rev. George Ridgway, 
rector of Holy Trinity, Rich- 
mond, represented the Bishop as 
Organizer of the mission.

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South African Bishop 
Scores ‘Apartheid’ 

On April 1, all Anglican 
Church schools in Southern 
. Transvaal will be closed, a result 
of the incompatibility of Church 
policy and the Bantu Education 
Act, passed by the Union of 
South Africa government last 
Summer. 


The Rt. Rev. J. Ambrose 
Reeves, Bishop of Johannesburg, 
who ordered the twenty-three 
schools closed, has issued a state- 
ment clarifying his stand against 
the act which refuses state sub- 
sidies to mission schools which 
will not accept state jurisdiction 
of school policy. Mission schools 
rely on government aid for par- 
tial support. 


EXPLAINS PLAN 

“It has been made abundantly 
plain,” says Bishop Reeves, ‘‘that 
in the future a different kind of 
education is to be provided for 
African children”, under the 
State plan. He quotes the Min- 
ister of Native Affairs, whose 
office supervises the educational 
policy, as saying: ‘There is no 
place for him (the African na- 
tive) in the European commun- 
ity above the level of certain 
torms of labour. Within his own 
community, however, all doors 
are open. For that reason it is of 
no avail for him to receive a 
training which has as its aim 
absorption in the European com- 
munity, where he cannot be ab- 
sorbed. Until now he has been 
subjected to a school system 
which drew him away from his 
own community and misled him 
by showing him the green pas- 
tures of European society in 
which he was not allowed to 
graze. This attitude is not only 
uneconomic because money is 
spent for an education which has 
no specific aim but it is also dis- 
honest to continue it.”’ 
_ This attitude, claims Bishop 
Reeves, “ignores the Christian 
view of man which declares that 
men of all races are created by 
God, made in His image, and 
all stand in the same need of 
redemption. Because of this, all 
children have the right to the 


fullest education of which they 
are capable of profiting, irre- 
spective of the colour of their 
skin.” 
WILL NOT SELL OR LEASE 

Bishop Reeves has also re- 
fused to sell or lease school 
buildings to the government, be- 
cause “I dare not take the risk 
that buildings . . . erected by the 
money and labour of Church 
people may be used to indoctrin- 
ate children with a racial ide- 
ology which I am persuaded is 
clean contrary to the Christian 
Gospel.” 

To offset the loss of the 
Church schools Bishop Reeves 
hopes to raise enough funds for 
fourteen Church family centers 
to provide out-of-school activi- 
ties and recreational facilities. 


UN Stamp Uses 
Episcopal Scene 

A recent Liberia government 
stamp issue Commemorating the 
United Nations technical as- 
sistance program to Liberia has 
its design based on a photograph 
of the Douglas Muir Memorial 
Press at St. John’s School, an 
Episcopal missionary school in 
Robertsport, Liberia. Three mis- 
sionaries at the school are pic- 
tured around the press, which 
plays an important role in the 
school’s vocational-training pro- 
gram. 


Burial Place For 
Christian Hero 

A Methodist Layman, John R. 
Mott, was buried in the Chapel 
of St. Joseph of Arimathea in 
Washington Cathedral on Feb- 
ruary 7. Participating in the 
cathedral service were Bishop 
Angus Dun; the Very Rev. 
Francis B. Sayre, Jr., the dean;

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South African Bishop 


Scores ‘Apartheid’ 
On April 1, all Anglican 
Church schools in Southern 


. Transvaal will be closed, a result 


of the incompatibility of Church 
policy and the Bantu Education 
Act, passed by the Union of 
South Africa government last 
Summer. 

The Rt. Rev. J. Ambrose 
Reeves, Bishop of Johannesburg, 
who ordered the twenty-three 
schools closed, has issued a state- 
ment clarifying his stand against 
the act which refuses state sub- 
sidies to mission schools which 
will not accept state jurisdiction 
of school policy. Mission schools 
rely on government aid for par- 
tial support. 

EXPLAINS PLAN 

“It has been made abundantly 
plain,” says Bishop Reeves, ‘‘that 
in the future a different kind of 
education is to be provided for 
African children”, under the 


State plan. He quotes the Min- 


ister of Native Affairs, whose 
office supervises the educational 
policy, as saying: “There is no 
place for him (the African na- 
tive) in the European commun- 
ity above the level of certain 
forms of labour. Within his own 
community, however, all doors 
are open. For that reason it is of 
no avail for him to receive a 
training which has as its aim 
absorption in the European com- 
munity, where he cannot be ab- 
sorbed. Until now he has been 
subjected to a school system 
which drew him away from his 
own community and misled him 
by showing him the green pas- 
tures of European society in 
which he was not allowed to 
graze. This attitude is not only 
uneconomic because money is 
spent for an education which has 
no specific aim but it is also dis- 
honest to continue it.” 

_ This attitude, claims Bishop 
Reeves, “ignores the Christian 
view of man which declares that 
men of all races are created by 
God, made in His image, and 
all stand in the same need of 
redemption. Because of this, all 
children have the right to the 


fullest education of which they 
are capable of profiting, irre- 
spective of the colour of their 
skin.” 

WILL NOT SELL OR LEASE 

Bishop: Reeves has also re- 
fused to sell or lease school 
buildings to the government, be- 
cause “I dare not take the risk 
that buildings . . . erected by the 
money and labour of Church 
people may be used to indoctrin- 
ate children with a racial ide- 
ology which I am persuaded is 
clean contrary to the Christian 
Gospel.” 

To offset the loss of the 
Church schools Bishop Reeves 
hopes to raise enough funds for 
fourteen Church family centers 
to provide out-of-school activi- 
ties and recreational facilities.
